There was more talk of that crowd’s
attitude at the convention oponing than |
of eandidates. Mnany peonle had come
ta Chicago confident of obrerving nu-
esxampled enthusinsm. They rogardmd
the Republican honr as hdving struck,
They expected to ses n cheering, Inugh
fug., bubbling crowd at the Coliseum
\’hon Chairman Hars rapped his gavel, |
They saw mothing of the sort. .

A professional cheer loader had diffi-
eulty getting the crowd to unloosen for
the preliminaries.  The grecting to Mr.
Hars subsided very rapidly when he
eatended his armes, There was none of
that howling expression of ido! worship
that mades the entrances on the floor of
political giants of other days such at-
tractious.
